THE INCREASE IN PRICES. 


THERE are on all sides decidéd symptoms of 
an advance in the prices of goods, even where 
such advances have not already been made. The 
book trade has not been without indications in 
the same direction, though as yet most prices 
have not materially changed. Paper is stiffer and 
slightly higher, and the increased price of lead 
has justified a present rise in the prices of ste- 
reotyping. The price of labor is likely to come 
up with the increased demand _ for. it, and with 
the greater cost of articles of food and dress. 
The blank-book manufacturers, as has been 
noted, have already made a five per cent rise on 
their products. In view of the low wholesale 
price of certain lines of books, as juveniles and 
cheap standards, even the present rise in cer- 
tain elements of manufacture have an import- 
ant bearing. 

The first question is, whether prices and 
demand are above or below the normal aver- 
age, which is likely to be the standard of the 
near future. Paper has certainly ruled very 
low, in some grades one third below the prices 
at the beginning of the war, and lower probably 
thah the cost of production requires. On the 
other hand, the increase in the number of mills 
and the new supplies of raw material resulting 
from ‘the introduction of new fibres, diverting 
the demand for rags, will not permit a perma- 
nent rise of price on paper to anything like 
the old figures. The threatened increase in the 
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price of stereotyping, because of the higher Cost 
of metal, is not likely to be held, for the reser. 
voir of old plates would soon be tapped, even 
if the supply from the mine refuse did not re- 
spond, as it will, but the necessary increase of 
wages with better times will put up the cost of 
composition and press-work and stereotyping 
alike. In a word, books will cost more to 
manufacture as better times come, and prices 
that do no more than cover cost of manufac. 
ture must be raised, Prices, we think, are no; 
up to the normal standard, 

This fact is the key to the hoped-for im. 
provement of the trade, and we wish to point 
out that the way to assure permanent prosperity 
in the trade is, not to put up retail prices as 
wholesale advance, but to make discounts 
stifferand closer. This is, at first sight, opposed 
to the interests of the retail trade, but, as we 
have often pointed out, it is really the best pro- 
tection. We havealways looked forward, since 
the failure of the A. B. T. A. plan, to: better 
times as in this way the remedy for trade 
abuses, and we trust that, as the opportunity 
comes, there may be no mistakes. 








WE urge upon dealers the importance of 
sending in their orders for the Christmas issues 
carly, They are to be filled, it will be remem- 
bered, according to receipt. The orders so far 
received show an increasing demand, which 
makes us the more anxious to file sufficient 
orders for paper. Several were disappointed 
last year because of too late orders. 





PHILADELPHIA LETTER. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct 27, 1879. 


THE weather for the last week has been all 
that could be desired, and is in striking con- 
trast with the warm and sultry weather of a 
few weeks previous. Under its beneficial in- 
fluence trade in general has taken a fresh start, 
people having given up the idea of gaing out 
of town again, The book and stationery trade 
of this city has been moderately active, with 
bright prospects of a good Christmas trade. 

The funeral of the late Henry C. Carey, whose 
obituary notice appeared in the WEEKLY of 
October 18th, took place on the 16th inst. from 
his residence, and the interment at St., Marys 
P. E. Church, Burlington, N. J. The house in 
which he lived was built in 1835 by Matthew 
Carey, the father of the deceased, and for forty- 
five years has been the home of the Carey 
family. Everything within bears the evidence 
of apastage. Massive old cabinets which have 
stood in their-places for nearly half a century, 
ornaments of antique design, and paintings a0 
statuary of other years are there, as a reminder 
of the tenacity with which Henry ©, Carey 
clung to the past and his books. This prop- 
erty is now in the possession of Mr. H 
Baird, it having been left to him by the will 0 
Mr. Carey. ae 
»'Mr, Carey possessed a library of . sever 
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thousand volumes, which line the walls of his 
study, and which he cherished above everything 
else of his worldly goods. It is comprised 
largely of works on political economy, statisti- 
cal_ and otherwise, including a set of his own 
works (in about twenty-five volumes), printed 
in English, German, Italian, Danish, Swedish, 
Russian, and Magyar (the language of Hun- 
a later years Mr. Carey was a great reader 
of novels. It was a recreation to him, and, 
perhaps having previously some distrust of 
his own inclination in this respect, he once re- 
marked to a distinguished man, who, it was 
stated, was a great reader of novels, that it was 
a source of much consolation to him to know 
that there were other men who had been think- 
ers like himself, to whom he was similar in the 
fancy of his old age. 

He bequeathed a large collection of paintings 
and statuary to the Academy of Fine Arts. 
This collection has been slowly formed, and in 
the estimation of Mr. Claghorn, the President 
of the Academy, has an artistic and historical 
value that cannot be gauged by dollars merely, 
as it embraces paintings of such artists as 
Stanfield, Eastlake, Sully, Maclise, Leslie, Sal- 
vator Rosa, Steinhauser, Canova, etc. 

Messrs J. B. Lippincott & Co. announce for 
next week a work that will be of great interest 
to a large portion of the public, that on 
“American College Fraternities,” by William 
Raimond Baird. All who have attended col- 
lege have most likely belonged to some one of 
the numerous college societies, and will no 
doubt be interested to learn as to the nature 
and peculiarities of kindred associations. This 
information the forthcoming volume will give, 
besides an account of their chapters, badges, 
mottoes, etc. The volume will contain a frontis- 
piece engraving of the badges worn by the dif- 
ferent societies. “ Through Winding Ways,” 
by Ellen W. Olney, author of ‘‘ Love in Idle- 
ness,” is nearly ready for distribution. It has 
appeared as a serial in Lippincott’s Magazine, 
where it has received favorable comment as a 
novel of much more than ordinary power. 

“The Memoirs of Henry Armitt Brown,” 
which is to be published by subscription, is 
being rapidly subscribed to, and those desiring 
to secure the memoirs of that brilliant young 
orator should not delay longer sending in their 
names, 

An important book, suitable for the holiday 
season and all seasons, is the new book on art, 
about to be published by this house, based on 
the‘ Medizval and Modern Art and Artists,” 
a series of biographies ranging over the whole 
field of European art, which has lately been 
completed in Germany. The plan of intrusting 
each life as far as possible to a specialist, a 
plan adhered to throughout by the editor, Dr. 
Robert Dohnne, ‘librarian to the Emperor 
William, has been eminently successful, and 
the undertaking forms an epoch—and an im- 
portant one—in the history of pictorial art. 
From this valuable and inexhaustible store- 
ae of information our author, A. H. Kean, 
M.A.1., has, by careful gleaning and condensa- 
lion, gathered the sum and substance of these 
volumes into one, under the title of ‘The 
Early Teutonic, Italian,and French Masters,” 
we a large octavo of five hundred pages, 
with numerous full-page engravings on wood. 

Out of the Shadows,” a song with: varia- 
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tions, by Jamés B. Kenyon, who is the pastor 
of a Methodist-Episcopal Church in Leonards- 
ville, New York, is a new book of poems. 

Porter & Coates have in press a new book by 
Harry Castlemon, one of the most popular wri- 
ters of books for boys, ‘‘ George in Camp ; or, 
Life on the Plains.” The various adventures 
through which George passes will be particu- 
larly pleasing to boys who are fond of wild and 
stirring scenes. Nor do his adventures end 
here, for there are promised a series of volumes, 
of which this is the first, under the title of the 
Roughing it Series. All the works of this au- 
thor have sold largely, and no doubt this series 
will be equally as successful as its predeces- 
sors. ‘‘ The Children’s Book of Poetry” is 
taking well, while the demand for the ‘ Fire- 
side Encyclopedia of Poetry” is steadily on the 
increase. 

The Presbyterian Board announce a work 
which should be in every home, ‘‘ Leaders. of 
the Church Universal,” from the successors. of 
the Apostles to the generation just departed, 
This is a book of saints, from the evangelical 
standpoint, published (the first book ever so 
issued) by the official publishing houses of nine 
evangelical denominations in the United States, 
each putting its imprint on its own edition. 
This great work will prove to be one of the 
best church histories for popular perusal. Each 
life-story is of a length suited to a winter even- 
ing’s reading in the home-circle. The sug- 
gestion of the present work arose in Ger 
many in a desire to present to Christendom 
popular yet correct stories of the Christian 
worthies of the past, from the Protestant 
point of view. The effort, conducted. by 
Dr. Ferdinand Piper, of Berlin University, was 
supported and commended by the German 
Church and German government. The trans- 
lation and the presentation of the lives in the 
English language is by Dr. Henry MacCracken, 
undertaken -by him at the suggestion and rec- 
ommendation of Drs. Charles A. Briggs and 
Philip Schaff, of New York. It will be an 8vo 
of nine hundred pages, selling at three dollars.

not purchased such books in this way, and he 
| has since corrected his first statements, and 
| said he told what had been told him by Lane,

| A Lonpon dealer in old books gives in The 
| Pall Mall Gazette a few instances of the various

|annoyed. An inveterate book-maniac, who

| respects, is sometimes, this writer says, un- 
scrupulous and even knavish when he gets 
into a bookstore. There is no trick to which 
he will not resort in order to possess himself 
of a coveted volume. “ He will wheedle you 
out of the treasure, if you are at all easy-going. 
He will beg it, or borrow it, or buy it, as the 
last resource.” This sort of thief belongs to a 
class of ‘‘half-demented well-to-do folk, who 
seem to have no business in the world except 
| to accumulate typographical rarities.” Book 
| pilferers of another kind are the men who 
make a living by hunting out for dealers cer- 
tain volumes wanted to complete a valuable 
but imperfect set. They always enter a shop 
with a heap of books under one arm and many 
others in a bag, all of which they say have 
been ordered ; but some of which, it is well 
_ known to the trade, are intended for exchange 
in away peculiar to these people.

I LITERARY PRODUCTIVITY. 


THE proposal is announced of issuing printed 
slips of the titles of the additions to the British 
Museum library. It is stated that the Museum 
‘ authorities propose to offer sets of these slips 
for an annual subscription of five guineas, and 
that the slips would number 60,000 a year. 
Nothing like big figures and big words ; there 
is a cabalistic charm about ‘‘ Mesopotamia” that 
is very satisfying, until an atom of intelligent 
curiosity destroys the illusion. Will the 60,000 
titles be those of new books? The entire liter- 
ary production of Europe and America probably 
does not exceed 20,000 books a year, and even 
this number would be found to include many 
duplicates in the form of translations and 
adaptations, and a still further reduction might 
be made if we except new editions printed 
without alteration or revision. Children’s toy- 
books, religious tracts and leaflets, commercial 
catalogues and prospectuses, the heterogeneous 
mass of chap-book literature, with periodicals 
and pamphlets, all very properly forming part 
of the additions to the national collection, might 
more than swell the total to60,000. The relig- 
ious societies could alone contribute several 
thousand titles, without estimating. the issues 
of the Catnach press, or the farthing books from 
Otley. All suchissues are registered in France 
and Germany, and help to swell the lists of 
those countries, but for police rather than bib- 
liographical purposes. A polyglot collector 
might possibly find a heme new books a 
year worth adding to his library ; a large public 
library might add double that number. Means 
by which this may be accomplished already ex- 
ist, without costing anything to taxpayers, and 
but a fraction of five guineas to subscribers.— 
London Bockseller,
